Whereasit is imperative there be greater public awareness about childhood apraxia of speech
in Wisconsin; and

Whereas,we especially encourage fundessch as insurance providers and schools to
recognizethe critical need to provide adequate speech therapy and other services sarttpaidhe
of this disorder can be minimized and so thdecéd children can grow into productive,
contributingadult citizens; and
